ROME (AP) — Pope Paul VI 
faced a full schedule of Easter 
activities today, capping a week 
in which his recurrent theme 
has been an appeal for peace. 
The ceremonies were to star4. 
at 5 p.m. Rome time in the 
atrium of St. Peter’s Basilica, 
when the pontiff blesses the 
*'new fire” of an Easter candle, 
a symbol of diving grace. 
The program then calls for 
Pope Paul to walk in procession 
with cardinals and bishops to 
the main altar, where he is to 


create holy water by blessing it 
and hear thousands of Catholics 
renew their baptismal vows to 
renounce Satan and lead a vir­ 
tuous life. 
On Easter morning, the Pope 
motors to the suburb of Acilia 
for an 8 o'clock Mass, then re­ 
turns for a Solemn Mass on the 
loggia of St. Peter’s Basilica.

WASHINGTON 'AP> — Trav­ 
eling by air at Eastertime inva­ 
riably involves crowds and de­ 
lays. This weekend, a strike-re­ 
duced force of air traffic con­ 
trollers made such travel formi­ 
dable, though possible. 
Long Lines Noted 
Especially in the Midwest and 
East, flying from one place to 
another meant enduring ticket 
counter lines, snackbar lines, 
waiting room lines and finally, 
sitting in planes lined up on run­ 
ways. 
As one of every four air traf-1 
fie controllers-by their count-re-1 
ported sick, it meant watching 
departure and arrival boards 
for information, running from 
airline counter to airline coun­ 
ter 
checking 
for 
alternate 
flights, taking already crowded 
trains and bases, or simplj 
staying home and phoning East­ 
er greetings. 
The Professional Air Traffic 
Controllers Organization, FAT­ 
CX), claimed 3.500 of its mem­ 
bers heeded its call for a gener­ 
al walkout in a long-simmering 
feud with the Federal Aviation 
Administration over pay, work 
load and equipment.

With pressure increasing from all directions 
for local governments to expand services and at 
the game time control air and water pollution at 
existing and new facilities, anything that would 
help control the costs should be welcomed. 
Such a proposal will be considered by the 
Delta County Board of Commissioners (former­ 
ly Board of Supervisors) when it meets April 7. 
In a nutshell, the proposal calls for Hie 
board to create a County Department of Public 
Works under Michigan Public Act 185 of 1957. 
The department would have the authority to 
issue contract bonds, possibly pledging the full 
faith and credit of Delta County behind the 
bonds, to finance necessary public improvements 
for governmental units of the county. In turn, 
the local unit of government benefiting from 
the improvement would contract with the county 
to redeem the Ixmd issue. 
The saving would come through the exist­ 
ence taxes pledged 
behind the 
bonds, mak­ 
ing til em more attractive to bond buyers and 
therefore saleable at a lower interest rate. 
• 
• 
* 
At a meeting this week, Stratton Brown of 
Miller, Canfield, Paddock & Stone of Detroit, a 
financial consulting firm which has been in­ 
volved in the legal work on many local bond is­ 
sues, said that on a $4 million bond issue for 
30 years as much as $400,000 or $500,000 could 
be saved to local taxpayers. 
If that’s the case, creation of a County De­ 
partment of Public Works should be expedited. 
A county public works department now, of 
course, would be too late to assist in proejcts 
like Gladstone’s new water filtration plant which 
is nearing completion, but it appears that great 
savings to Escanaba, Gladstone and other areas 
of the county in the years ahead are possible. 
Escanaba, for example, is faced with a $6 
million wastewater and water treatment im­ 
provement program. About half of that cost 
will be paid by federal and state grants, but that 
still means local residents will have to come up 
with the other $3 million. Gladstone is facing 
the need for improvements at the city waste­ 
water treatment 
plant. Continued 
growth in 
Wells Township may make it necessary for a 
township water and sewer system. Bark River 
and Rapid River and other communities in the 
county could face such needs in the future. 
•

Under the program, although the full faith 
and credit of Delta County’s tax base could be 
pledged behind the bonds, there would be no ob­ 
ligation to taxpayers of the entire county. The 
program is not unlike the Industrial Revenue 
Bonding Act under which Cornell Township, for 
example, floated bonds for the massive expan­ 
sion of the Escanaba Paper Co. Cornell Town­ 
ship issued the bonds, but Mead pays the tab. 
Under contractual provisions which would 
be developed in each specific case, local govern­ 
ments would make their own arrangement for 
repaying the county issued bonds. T h e provi­ 
sions could take several forms — revenue from 
the facility constructed, an ad valorem tax or a 
combination. There need be no fear that Glad­ 
stone taxpayers would wind up paying for an 
Escanaba project or vice versa. 
Each unit of government without the coun­ 
ty public works department would have to make 
its own provisions to finance improvements, any­ 
way, and if the proposal is imnlemented it would 
only serve to make the local burden easier to 
meet. 
The county proposal on paper seems so sim­ 
ple it's a wonder that it wasn’t considered be­ 
fore. And if local governments can contract to 
counties for public improvements at a savings, 
why couldn’t counties similarly contract to the 
State of Michigan affecting even greater sav­ 
ings. 
Enabling legislation in Tensing could be 
in order.

Vicious Dog 
Taking a short cut through an unfenced 
hack yard, Ed was attacked and bitten by the 
property owner’s dog. Tn due course, he retal­ 
iated with a suit for damages. At the trial, the 
defendant admitted that his dog was vicious. 
“That is precisely why I keen him, to at­ 
tack trespassers,” he told the court. “T keen him 
chained, but the chain is long enough for him 
to protect my property. The plaintiff was bit­ 
ten only because he went where he did not be­ 
long.” 
However, the court threw out the defense 
and granted Ed’s claim. 
“The safety of huma t life.” said the iudge, 
“may not be unnecessarily endangered in the 
protection of property.” 
Generally speaking, the law considers the 
keeping of a vicious do* similar to the keeping 
of a dangerous weapon. The dog, like the weapon, 
must be handled with extreme care. Against a 
trespasser who is innocent, embodying no per­ 
sonal menace to anyone, the property ovmer has 
no more right to use a vicious dog than to use 
a gun. 
Tn fact, some courts impose liability on the 
owner even if he tried his best to prevent bites. 
One home owner kent his vicious dog locked in 
the enclosure beneath the front steps. A visit­ 
ing neighbor was climbing the steps one day 
when his foot slipped through a loose l>oard. Tile 
dog, seeing the foot come into range, lost no 
time in taking a bite. 
Here, the court held the owner liable even 
though he had tried to avoid accidents. Tile 
court said this was the penalty for keeping such 
a dog on the premises in the first place. 
On the other hand, the owner is usually 
not responsible if the victim plays an active role 
in bringing on his own trouble. Take this case. 
A man went to pick up his car at a repair 
•hop, which had already closed for the day. 
He knew the proprietor kept a vicious* watch- 
on*, but “took a chance” and went in anyhow. 
Unfortunately, the dog did bite him severely. 
Could the man collect damages? In these 
circumstances, the court said no. 
“Ile fully appreciated the danger,” said the 
court, “and foluntarily incurred the risk.”

defensively, and his problem is 
to develop a fourth trick. 
One possibility is that West 
has the king of hearts. (On the 
bidding, he cannot have the 
ace.) If so, the lead of a heart 
at trick two would establish 
the setting trick. 
Another possible play is to 
return a low club and give West 
a ruff, thus retaining control 
over clubs. 
Still another method of de­ 
fense is to cash the ace of clubs 
and return a club in the hope of 
creating a trum p trick for West. 
This will succeed if West has 
either the 
queen 
of spades, 
J-x -x or 10-x-x. 
There are also other possi­ 
bilities to consider, but the best 
procedure at trick two must ba 
to choose the method of play 
that keeps open as many op­ 
tions as possible. 
Accordingly. East should cash 
the ace of clubs. First of all, if 
West has the king of hearts, 
he can signal and it will not be 
too late to shift to a heart. 
If AVest discards a low heart, 
East continues with a club in 
the hope of building up an ex­ 
tra trum p trick.
